What’s New at Shanna Schmidt Numismatics Inc. 


I hope everyone has been enjoying this move into Spring weather. The seasonal 
auctions started off very strong with Roma and Kunker both executing successful sales. 
For me it was a week of very early mornings (for Kunker) and long days. I noticed that 
the hammers continue to be extremely strong for the market; even Roman bronzes have 
become more costly to purchase. Let’s see if this continues. The coming weeks will see a 
few more auctions that will interest you. 


For the academic side of numismatics, I started the Lyceum course through the ANS. It 
is too late to join for this 6 week course but consider the upcoming courses. My “class” 
was composed of so many different types of people: scholars, archaeologists, a doctor 
and even a 30 year veteran of IBM. Our first lesson was about minting techniques in 
ancient times and die analysis, among other things. In addition to this Iam doing a 
course through Stanford University Continuing Education on Roman history. I have my 
first Zoom Q&A for that tonight so I’ Il let you know in the next newsletter how that 
goes. 


So without further ado....here is what is going on in the auction world: 


Tauler & Fau (April 6) 


Tauler & Fau, is an auction house out of Madrid, Spain and is somewhat new for me, 
although they aren’t new to the coin market. They have decently priced mid range coins 
with an emphasis on ancient Spanish money. This upcoming sale has 645 lots of only 
ancient coins. You can bid through Sixbid but also bidding directly on their site is likely 
easiest and more fun.

CNG ESale 489 (April 7) 


CNG has a 952 lot sale for the E489. You’ ll notice a change in the photography, namely 
the dark background for the coins. I like the way it looks because it makes the coin pop 
more but in the event you prefer the traditional white background that is also still 
available for each coin upon further inspection. One of the collections being offered

Hirsch E-Live Auction 3 (April 11) 


While investigating the upcoming auctions for the week I noticed that Hirsch is making 
a great offer of NO buyer’s premium or VAT to those living outside the EU that bid in 
their E-Live auctions (only for E-LIve auctions and not applicable for live floor sales). 
This is a smart way to do business and I applaud them for taking that initiative. This will 
certainly help initiate some strong bidding. There are 1000 lots of ancient and German 
state coinage. Might be worth checking out. You can register directly on their site at

Roma ESale 82 (April 15) 


Roma has a very large electronic sale of 1,986 lots coming up on April 15. The bulk of the 
sale falls in Greek and Roman Imperial coinage, however, there are plenty of other areas 
represented such as Republican and Byzantine. The sale ends with over 100 large group 
lots. Quality in the electronic sales can range dramatically. What is typical are large 
groups of common but desirable coins such as Alexander the Great or Athenian coinage. 
Lots close every 15 seconds so the sale goes briskly but this is likely a good thing 
because of how large the sale is! I actively bid in these sales so get in touch should you 
need help. 


Gorny & Mosch Auction 276 (April 19) 


G&M has a few auctions but I will focus on the ancients portion of the sale. Auction 276 
has a lovely offering of Greek and Roman coins from various private collections. It also 
offers a special collection from the collector Peter Weif. I have received a few extra 
catalogs of this sale so get in touch soon if you want me to send you one. Please note 
however that catalogs are reserved for those that would like to use my representation 
services. If you want to take the auction on yourself and would like a catalog please visit 
https://auktionen.gmcoinart.de for more information and to register. The cover coin of 
the sale is a scarce drachm from Epidauros. It is also a SNG Lockett plate coin (not to be 
confused with the Glendining Lockett Sale from the 1950’s). Lot 50 is an unsigned 
dekadrachm from Kimon. It comes originally from a Triton V auction (2002), lot 1227 
and is accompanied by a NGC photo certificate. The obverse normally affected from die 
rust is reasonably clear and the reverse is nicely struck and centered (only losing one 
dolphin partially between 7-9h). Lot 279 is an attractive gold stater from Kyrene with a 
1977 pedigree from the auction house of Kricheldorf. One of the more impressive lots is 
a large (61mm) gold bracteate made into jewelry with a running man on the obverse and 
the incuse on the reverse. Now that would be fun to wear to a party! I will be 
participating live in this auction so please get in touch for representation help. The 
auction does start at 10 a.m. in Germany so it will be very early for those wanting to 
participate in the U.S. Please keep this in mind when deciding whether to bid yourself. 
As I mentioned, G&M also has two further days of sales. Auction 277 focuses on German 
coinage in the morning session and other world coins in the afternoon. Auction 278 is 
an exclusive e-sale that has both ancient and world coinages.

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The Social War was a volatile time in Rome’s long history. The War was sparked by the 
denial to admit the Socii (Italians outside of Rome) into Roman society. The Socii had 
fought side by side with Romans in conflicts. This led to a desire to be incorporated into 
the society and get all the benefits fitting Roman citizens. Marcus Livius Drusus, a 
tribune, appealed to the Roman Senate, to have equality to all. His attempts were met 
with hostility by the Senate and led to his assassination which sparked the Social War. 


The Marsi in the north and the Samnites in the south formed a confederacy and named 
themselves the Italia. They went so far as to create their own government and issue 
coinage, of which this example belongs. The army under Italia had success in the battles 
against the Romans but the conflict was ultimately settled when Lucius Julius Caesar 
helped persuade the Romans to accept those Italians that did not participate in the 
revolt.
